Whoever knowingly prints, publishes 
distributes oi circulates, or knowingly 
causes to he printed, published, distrib 
uted or circulated any advertisement of 
any lottery ticket or s. hem«*, or any share 
in such ticket or scheme, for sale, either 
himself or by another person, or sets up, 
or exhibits, or devises, or makes, for the 
purpose of being set up and exhibited 
any sign, symbol, or emblematic or other 
representation of a lottery, or the draw 
ing thereof, in any way indicating where 
a lottery tick«*t, or any share thereof, or 
any such writing, certificate, bill, roken 
or other device before mentioned may be 
purchased or obtained, or iu any way in 
vites or entice», or attempts to invite or 
entice any other person to purchase or re­ 
ceive the same, «hail for each offense be 
fined not exceeding #H>0. 
(R h 1*511 p 
4U7.) 


I he city ordinance also provides that 
Every tavern keeper, common victualler 
saloonkeeper, or other person, keeping or 
suffering to he kept, in any* place occu­ 
pied by him, within this city, any imple­ 
ments such as are us«-d in gaming, in or­ 
der that the same may, for hire, gain or 
reward, be used for the purpose of amuse 
mcnt, or who suffers any implement of 
that kind to be used upou any part of his 
premises, for the purpose of gaming for 
money or other property, or who suffers 
any person to play at an unlawful game 
or sport therein, shall he fined not less 
than ten dollars nor more than one hun­ 
dred dollars. 


Whoever shall bring wfth'n the limits 
of said city, or have in his, her or their 
possession, in said city, for the purpose 
»f gaming, any table, wheel, thing or de 
vice whatsoever of any kind or nature, 
whereon or with which money, or any 
other thing of value, may in any manner 
tie played for, shall on conviction thereof 
he fined not less than t«*n dollars nor more 
than «me hundred dollars for each of 
fense. 


Article ?, paragraph lOof the city chart 
er provides that* 


I’he mayor, alderman, marshal ami his 
deputies shall 
be conservators of the 
peace, and shall liavo p«»wer to arrest, or 
cause to t e arrested, with or without pro­ 
cess of law, all persons who shall break 
the peace or he found violating any ord 
inanoe of the city. 
If any member of the city council is 
cognizant of the violation of these laws 
and ordinances, and does not reprove the 
violators and cause them to he prosecuted, 
if they persist in such violations, he is 
guilty of culpable negligent «* of big duty, 
and justly deserves the censure of the 
public. 


Laws arc made for the good of society 
and if any man knowingly violates the 
law, he i» an enemy of h»« country, and 
ought to he treated as such. 
Our charter also provides that the maj­ 
or shall at all times be active and vigilant 
in enforcing the laws and ordinances for 
the government of the city. 
Iu case the 
mayor shall at any time be guilty of pal 
pable ommission of duty, he shall be lia­ 
ble to indictment m the Circuit court of 
Lee county and on conviction, shall be 
fined in a sum not exceeding .fL'fiD, and 
the court shall have power, on recomtncn 
dati >n of th»* jury, to add to the judgment 
of the court that he be removed from of 
(ice. 


Your mayor, of this city, has been act 
ivc and vigilant in enforcing the laws and 
ordinances for the government of tiu* city, 
and lie would respectfully demand your 
hearty co operation in the discharge of 
this function of our respective duties. 
I'hc people of Dixon are intelligent and 
law abiding, and if they have violated 
thcho laws in the past, it has in most cases, 
been done unwittingly, with no intention 
of wrong, and it is the duty of the mem 
bers of t his count it ou ail occasions, ami 
everywhere to respectfully reprove such 
violations.
